Tho fruit seller who has a 


store ou (Oalhonu, oi any other good, 
street pays a pretty good rent in the 
Irst plaoe. Ho must furnish his storo 
and lay in a etook, not only of fruits, 
jut of nuts, of oandiea and many other 
:bings. Added to those expenses he 
must pay taxes on his store. 
On the 


other hand ia tho street seller. A "pea- 
nut stand," as it has been literally call- 
ed, is a store of itself, the stock in trade 
consisting of nuts, fruits, candies, chew- 
ing gum and on endless assortment of 
similar goods. 
It is an enviable com- 


petitor of the fruit and candy dealer 
who rants his building and pays 
taxes on bis stock. 
The "peanut 


stand" proprietor pays to the oity for 
the privilege of selling his goods the 
sum of $-1.50 a year, and bis taxes are 
light. When ho procures the consent 
of the tenants of the property in front 
of which ho desires to establiah h is busi- 
ness tbe only remaining obstacle ia to 
pay his 84 GO for a year's rent and his 
living is assured. This oity has about 
twelve street stands of tho character 
noted, bosidos nunierons wagons for the 
lale of oranges and bananas, which 
peddlers pay S3 a month and havo tho 
privilege of moving from place to placet. 
Tbe object of the proposed petition is 
to banish from the street corners these 
Elands or else charge a license in pro- 
portion to what it cosls store dealers to 
keep up their plaoes. It would be a 
task harder to accomplish than a good 
many think. Some cities have made 
certain restrictions in relation to the 
maintenance of these stands and this is 
about all this city oould do in the di- 
rection of the prayed foV "reform."
